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GENERAL LONGSTREET 


EXPOSES THE SECRET OF BUCK’S 
ASCENDANCY. 


A TRADE WITH HARRISON FOR VOTES 


Fhe Old Gentleman Gives a History of His 
Invitation to Indianapolis, and the 
Means Buek Used Against Him. . 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—[Special.]—A bout 
gen days ago, a New York paper published a 
Washington special purporting to give the 
seasons for the failure of the Harrison admin- 
jstration to recognize General Lengstreet, of 
Georgia, the most prominent ex-confederate 
who has espoused the cause of republicanism 
It.was alleged among otier things that Gen- 
pral Longstreet had not voted for Harrison and 


Morton. 

An old friend of General Longstreet’s, who 
had served on his staff, and is himself a dis- 
tinguished republican, wrote and asked him 
whether the allegations referred to were true. 

General Longstreet has writen a most 
noteworthy reply in which he gives, 
the story of his identification with 
the republican party, recites the facts as to his 
relations with the present administration, and 
gives an inside view of the means used by the 
republican organizations in the south to main- 
tain their hold upon the spoils of office, with- 
out regard to the public good oreven the best 
interest of their party. The following is Gen- 
eral Longstreet’s letter: 

THE TEXT OF THE LETTER. 

Itistrue Idid not exercise the privilege of 
voting for president in the election in 1888, for the 
simple reason that in this state the majority of the 
other party is so great that it availed but little to 
throw a drop agsinst a current that 
was overwhelming, and there were many 
more republicans who failed to vote for the same 
reasoli, and many colored men not only failed to 
yote for the republican candidate, but voted for 
the other side. Now, this indifference is due, toa 
great extent, to the management of the so-called 
republican organization, controlled by Colonel 
Buck and his associates. They have driven all 
the leading men of the party in the state from 
active co-operationin politics, such as ex-Senator 
Joshua Hilland Johnathan Norcross, who was 
the last republican candidate to run for governor. 
To the list may be added all the prominent re- 
publicans of the state—for they can 
not beeome reconciled to be led or managed by the 
agentof the Washington government with his 
contingent of carpet baggers and negroes. By 
his management the party is composed of about 
enough to hold the United States state offices un- 
der republican administrations, and they control 
these places by sending themselves as delegates to 
the nominating conventions. 

CORRESPONDENCE WITH HARRISON. 

After the election of 1888 I wrote a simple letter 
of congratulation to the president-elect upon the 
result. To this I received a prompt reply from 
hii, extending an invitation to go to Indianapolis 
tosee him. Soon after the receipt of this I took the 
liberty to write him a letterin favor of a distin- 
guished ex-confederate republican for an impor- 
tant post. Tothis lreciveda prompt reply, re- 
newing theinvitation to goto Indianapolis—both 
of these letters were signed by the president-elect. 
Good friends in Atlanta were anxious to go out 
there, and opened a correspondence with friends 
there on the proposed visit. Through them they 
learned of my having been called to Indianapolis 
by the president-elect, thereupon they wrote me, 
urging me to join their party. I joined them, and 
in that way my Visit was made about a month 
sooner than I intended it should be. 

THER INTERVIEW WITH HARRISON. 

During that visit my position and views in 
regard to the carpet-bagger and negro combina- 
tion was explained, and fully approved in quite a 
lengthy interview with the president-elect, amd 
he went so far as to announce that he would not 
give support to thatelement. Soon after the ac- 
count of our visit to Indianapolis was published, 
Colonel Buek and his associates made a display 
through the press, of the fact that Ihad not voted 
for the republican candidate for president, an- 
mouncing that I tore off the head of the demo 
cratic ticket, only voting for Candler for congress. 
But every one at the polts, and everyone in the 
state, knew that my vote would have been east 
for Harrison and Morton, if there had heen even a 
remote probability of their receiving the electoral 
wote of the state, After this statement of my 
failure to vote for president at the election, I had 
a third letter expressing a wish to have mein 
Washington at the inauguration, and had notice 
from the committee in that city of my appoint- 
gent asamember of the reception committee. 
After getting there, I was asked to act asan aid to 
Governor Beaver, the grand marshal of the day. 
On this day, which was severe and bad, I rode 
horseback until thoreughly chilled and wet, and 
was taken soon after seriously iil, 
and was four months confined 
to py room, most of the time in bed. 

BUCK TAKES ADVANTAGE OF A SICK MAN. 

During my sickness all kinds of reports were 
circulated about me, amongst others that I was 
not likely tolive long enongh ever to see Wash- 
ingten again, and that ] was a Roman Catholic, 
and should not be recognized by Protestants as 
elezible to office, but the real fact was that Buck 
was chairman of the central committee, and con- 
trolled the vote of the delegates at the nominat- 
dng convention. 

Mr. Colquitt, the junior democratic senator 
from this state, joined the carpet bag 
and negro coalition in _— this fight, 
on rcligious as well as political grounds, 
and some of the democratic journals justified his 
course upon the ground that his support of them 
was the surest way of killing the republican party 
in the south, while the support of me gill be sure 
to build it up into formidable proportions. 

Senator Brown was my friend personally, but 
expressed tome assurances that the president, if 
he pursued the course indicated by my recom- 
mendations, would, in all probability, gain for the 
next clection six of our southern states. He 
agreed, however, to ge sefar as togive wy friends 
his indorsement before the senate when my names 
«eached there. 

RECALLING THE FACTS. 

Now let us go back to the passage of the recon- 
struction measures of 1867, known at the time 
as the military bill, and when the southern states 
were }iaced under military authority under this 
act, I was asked by some democratic papers to 
give my ideas as to the proper course to be pur- 
sued by the southern people. In reply I advised 
the acceptance in good faith,of all the laws of con- 
gress, and to join with the people of the north in 
reorganizing our states under these laws. Now 
these laws conferred suffrage on the negroes of 
the southern states only-—-so I went further and 
Baid that we should claim the right for them in 
the northern states—at the same time, besides 
urging the importanee of subduing the ill-feeling 
generated by the war. 

Leave, as more important than that even, our 
necessity for the action advised, in order thatour 
states might be saved from impending ruin by al- 
lowing the political authority to pass into the 
hands of adventurers (since called carpet baggers) 
and negroes. 

ASSAILED BY DEMOCRATS. 

As the democratic party was yet in violent op- 
position to negro suffrage, my position was at 
once severely and bitterly denounced by them, 
anda well-filled magazine of partisian bomb-shells 
were thrown at me, as they are even at this late 
date, thought that party had done all that I sug- 
gested, except co-operating as a party in name as 
well as ideas. New this takes you back twenty- 
three years, andI presume you are beginning to 
tire over the delay in announcirg my purpose, but 
it isto me somewhat important and I hope it may 


be excusable. 
LONGSTREE?’S: PURPOSE EXPLAINED. 
In announcing my ideas in 1867, as just stated, 
my purpose was to save the south from the ruin 


that must surely follow the putting of our states 

under the rule of adventurers and negroes.

Buck well knows, and he probably also teow 
that, by the recognition by the republican admin- 
istration, we could have brought several states of 
the south into indorsement of the party nominees 
in 1892, and in that way he 
and his little coterie would have been 
lost sight of in all further conventions. 
WHY BUCK WAS PREFERRED. 
I will say that I would not have thought of go- 


tation to do so, and would not have thought of 
taking active part in polities again but for the en- 
couragement received during that visit. It 
seemed tome thatthe incoming administration 
had a grand opportunity to bring our people, 
north and south, back into that graceful harmony 
which was.disrupted by secession, and I Was.more 
than willing to give my efforts for such inviting 
work. In view of the cireunmstances, I would say 
that it is more than likely that Co'onel Buck was 
given the ascendancy more for the vote at the 
next convention, than on aecount of my failure 
to cast a ballot that could not have been of any 
service. Mr. Blaine,in his admirable book, ex- 
presses the opinion that leading southern men 
shouki be encouraged, as the only way of making 
his party strong in the south. That the Buck 
plan is the way to destroy it, has been demon- 
strated by twenty years of experience. My visit* 
made to Washington last month, was at the urgent 
request of a friend, who wished to have me in- 
quire of an application made a year ago, not with 
any thought of seeing the president, and I only 
made a formal call there at the usual general re- 
ception. 
I don’t know -how to excuse myself 
for this long affair, but will re- 
new expressions of pardon, to be hoped 
for as well as expressions of very much considera- 
tion.

MORE FACTS BROUGHT OUT. 
N.B.—I still have the three letters of the prest- 
dent that were referred to in this letter. I should 
not failto mention that the aforesaid so-called 
republican managers sell the party to the demo- 
crats, either by failing to put up candidates, or 
making nominations who will sell out to the op- 
posing nominees, thus making their places 
sources of double revenue. Of this we took con- 
clusive evidence to Washington at the inangura- 
tion, in the shape of one of the books kept by the 
democrats giving the names of the leaders who 
received the benefit of democratic election con- 
tributions and amounts paidthem. If that book 
were carefully examined, I make no 
doubt we would find the names 
of some of the leaders and preachers also have 
been in the conventions passing resolutions of 
complaint that negroes are unjustly dealt with in 
the south, and that the republican vote is sup- 
pressed, but bletting out influence comes from 
the republican management in support 
of the democratic party, and for the 
purpose of holding the republicans 
here in limited hands. If a _ reputable 
republican should stand for election to any office 
here upon his own responsibility, and his own 
claims, he must stand against democrats and re- 
publicans, the latter more bitter than the former; 
one with the fire in front, the other with knives 
in the rear. All points weighed seem to warrant 
the conclusion that it was not the failure to cast 
a useless ballot at the poles in _ 1888, 
so much as he promised the vote of 
delegates tothe nominating convention in 1892, 
that threw the federal offices of Georgia into the 
hands and underjthe supremacy of the carpet-bag- 
gers-negro allianceg there. Some southern men, 
tis true, have been appointed, but none can pre- 
tend that their influence at home is greater than 
their leaders. On the contrary it must be neces- 
sarily less.

Her Tather had a num- 
ber of laborers employed, among them Richard 
Wrvye. The heroine of the little romance is 
thirteen years and eight months old. Lillian had 
grown restive under the restraint of her di- 
cipline, and, taking advantage of this Wrye 
persuaded her to elope on Friday, 
March 21. That night they stepped at a 
friends, and about midnight learned that Miss 
Jumbass’s father was in pursuit. The couple 
entered a buggy, but Lillian was anxious to re- 
turn home, and so started. She allowed Wrye 
to influence her, however, and they went on to 
Lebanon, and were married there about 5 
o’clock in the morning. They had just sat 
dewn to breakfast, when Lillian’s brother 
entered. and she left her husband of an hour 
to return to the parental roof. The bill recites 
that the contract was forced upon the girl, and 
that Wrve’s conduct towards her has been so 
eruel and inhuman that it would be unsafe for 
her to live with him.

MAKES A BRIELITANT SPEECH IN 
THE HOUSE YESTERDAY 


AGAINST WYOMING'S ADMISSION, 


He Shows the Ilegality of the Territorial 
Convention, and Reason the Republi- 
cans Support Admission. 


WaAsuHINGTON, March 26.—[Special.]—Repre- 
sentative George T. Barnes, of Augusta, car- 


| ried off the honors today in the debate of the 


bill for the admission of Wyoming territory. 
As soon as Mr. Baker, who had charge of the 
bill on the republican side, had presented his 
argument, Mr. Barnes lead off for the demo- 
crats in a ringing speech, which struck the key 
note of the opposition to the admission of 
Wyoming. 
IN THE CENTER AISLE. 

Mr. Barnes planted himself in the central 
aisle, and then turned loose the batteries of his 
wit and logic on the enemy. As he launched 
out the members crowded up about him, the 
galleries leaned over to catch his words, and 
members sitting away eut en the edge of the 
semi-circular tier of seats laid aside their pens 
and newspapers to listen tothe Georgian. He 
was really eloquent. His speech was compre- 
hensive, his analysis keen, and his logicirresist- 
ible. Theré was just enough humor in it to give 
it a dash of vivacity, and what the French call 
chic. 

THE DELEGATE UNHORSED. 

The astute delegate from Wyoming crossed 
lances with him once, but Mr. Barnes un- 
horsed him so quickly and neatly that he was 
glad to retire from the arena. Subsequently 
his colleague Strabble, of Lowa, shook out his 
red beard, and advanced to the assault, but 
the Augustan parried every thrust with an 
adroitness which forced even that skilled} 
debater into his corner in discomfiture, and to f 
the great delight of the galleries. ? 

THE ““RUMP”’ CONVENTION. 

Mr. Barnes contended that the constitution 
of Wyoming was a unique affair; that it had 
been devised by a “rump’”’ convention, called 
by the governor without the anthority of law; 
that Idoho and Wyoming -together did not 
have as great a population as many congress- 
ional districts; that the constitution recog- 
nized the right of women to vote and hold 
oftice, and, in conclusion, that it was merely a 
scheme to perpetuate the power of the republi- 
can party by giving them four additional sen- 
ators, two additional representatives, and six 
additional votes in the electoral college. It 
was a great speech, and reflected credit both 
upon Mr. Barnes and the state of Georgia. 


THE ANTI-TRUST BILL

WASHINGTON, March 26.—Mr. McPherson, 
from the committee on naval affairs, reports a

Mr. Hiscock moved to amend by appro- 
priating the further sum of $75,000 to enable 
the secretary of the treasury to improve Ellis 
island for immigration purposes. 

The amendment was agreed to, and the 
joint resolution was passed.

Mr. Morgan objected to its immediate con- 
sideration, and the matter went over till to- 
morrow. : 

The anti-trust bill was taken up.and various 
formal amendments were made. 

The amendment offered yesterday by Mr. 
Stewart to insert the words, ‘‘or of the value of 
the money by which such cost may be advanced 
or reduced,’ was agreed to, Mr. Hoar with- 
drawing his amendment to it, which was to 
add the words ‘‘gold or silver.’’ 

Mr. Spooner offered an amendment to the 
first section, giving courts authority, in addi- 
tion to other remedies, to issue writs of injunc- 
tion prohibiting and restraining combinations 
from proceeding any further in the business 
except te wind up their affairs; and he pro- 
ceeded to state the grounds on which he of- 
fered it. 

The legal bearing and effect of the amend- 
ment, as well as the bill generally, were dis- 
cussed by Messrs. Spooner, Gray, Hoar, Stew- 
art, Vest, Reagan, and Eustis. 

After some remarks in reply to something 
said by Mr. Reagan yesterday, Mr. Vest said 
that he would not say another word about the 
constitution. He was prepared to ‘‘join the 
procession.”’ It reminded him of a hunting 
party that made an agreement that the first 
man who complained of the dish set before 
him in camp, should cook for a week. One 
of them happened to killan old crow, and 
cooked it for the mess,jand every one praised it 
as a most delicious morsel. The Farmers’ Alli-

It said to persons engaged in dealing in futures 
and options that they were a lot of criminal 
thieves and robbers, but that, if they would 
pay $1,000 into the treasury, they might go on 
robbing. 

What. he asked, had the congress of the 
United States to do with the cotton exchange 
of Louisiana, or with dealings in futures of 
manufactured cotton and woolen goods in Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia or New York. If the states. 
he said, had become so debilitated and emas- 
culated as to surrender the whole question of 
police, of policy, of public morality, to con- 
gress, it would not be done by his vote. He 
regarded that part of the bill as the grossest 
usurpation ever attempted in the history of the 
government. 

Addressing Mr. Ingalls, he put this case: 
“Supposing today that I contract to sell a 
thousand bales ef cotton on the first of May,

similar objections. The constitution, he said, 
was perpetually invoked by narrow, and 
rigid, and illiberal constructionists as an in- 
seperable barrier against every effort to benefit 
the condition of the people. The people of 
the United States did not the constitu- 
tion with superstition or awe. They knew 
that there was something more venerable than 
charters, more sacred than constitutions. and 
that was the rights and privileges which the 
charters and constitutions were ordained to 
establish and to maintain. 

Mr. Ingalls then proceeded to argue that his 
amendment did not violate the constitution in 
any respect, and that there wasa wide differ- 
ence between itand arevenue measure. He 
affirmed that the bill was, in no sense what- 
Lever, a bill for raising revenues, and was, 
therefore, not obnoxious to the clause that all 
revenue measures must originate in the house 
of representatives. 

Mr. Butler offered an amendment extending 
the provisions of the bill to stocks and banks. 
Adopted. 

Mr. Ingalls inquired whether stocks and 
bowds were to be taxed by the pound or 
bushel. 

Mr. Butler—By the bushel, or by the ton, if 
you prefer it. i 
_ Mr. Eustis offered an amendment, extend- 
ing Its provisions to cotton prints, steel rails, 
boots and shoes, lead and lumber. Adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Blair an amendment was 
adopted including woolen goods and whisky 
and all kinds of intoxicating drinks within the 
prov.sions of the bill. 

Mr. Gray said that he did not believe in 
burning a house in order to get rid of rats, nor 
in Overturning the constitutional government 
in order to get rid of some evils which the 
States were able to deal with of themselves.

DISCUSSING WOMAN’S RIGHTS. 


The Wyoming Bill Causes a Discussion on 
Woman Suffrage. 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—Mr. Cannon, of 
Illinois, from the committee on rules, reported 
a resolution making the Wyoming admission 
bill a special order for the day, a recess to be 
taken at 5:30 this afternoon until 11 o’clock. 
Tomorrow the previous question is to be con- 
sidered, as ordered at 1 o’clock. . 

The resolution was adopted and the Wyom- 
ing bill then taken up. 

Mr. Carey, of Wyoming, made a strong plea 
for the admission of the territory which he 
represented, into the sisterhood of states, and 
he defended the provision of the constitution 
and the territory extending the right of suf- 
frage to women. 

Mr. Dockerry, of Mo., favored the admission 
of new states as rapidly as the increase of pop- 
ulation in the territories warranted. But he 
insisted on calling a spade a spade.

EMPEROR, 


A LITTLE INCIDENT IN THE STREETS. 


Bismarck’s Carriage Is Detained by an Ac- 
cident and The Ladies Gather Around 
the Chancellor and Present 
Bouguets 


Berwin, March 27.—The farewell audience 
between the emperor and Prince Bismarck 
was held this morning. 
three-quarters of an hour. The retiring chan- 
cellor was heartily cheered on his way to the 
palace by crowds which had gathered along the 
route. 

THE LADIES’ TRIBUTE. 

As the prince was driving past the bridge, 
between Lusgarten and Under Den Linden, 
his horses shied and one of them became en- 
tangled in the traces. It was necessary to 
to stop she carriage until the harness was re- 
arranged. A crewd quickly gathered about 
the exchancellor, and ladies threw him bou- 
quets and kissed their hands to him. Prince 
Bismarck was so greatly affected that he shed 
tears. He shook hands with a number of 
those about his carriage and his voice faltered 
as he thanked them for their demonstrations 
of affection. 

The accident was of a trifling nature. and as 
soon as the harness was arranged, the prince 
resumed his drive amid cheers. 

Bismarck’s passage through the streets, 
while on his way to visit the emperor and 
grand duke of Baden, was a veritable triumphal 
procession. The people wanted to unharness 
the horses and drag the carriage themselves. 
Those nearest the carriage thrust in their 
hands to grasp the hands of Bismarck, and it 
was with the utmost difficulty that a passage 
could be made. It was the pressure of the 
throng upon the carriage that caused the acci- 
dent which delayed the prince’s progress. 
The emperor permits Bismarck to retain the 
title of prince, with that of duke of Lauenburg, 
as second distinction.

The message from the governor caine like a 
shock to the members of the legislature. The 
presiding ofticers and some of the senators had 
been previously sent for by Gevernor Jackson, 
and were told of the affair.

The scene in the house, which was full 
of people was almost indescribable.

WHAT THE COMPTROLLER SAYS. 

Comptroller Baughman reiterated the sube 
stance contained in his letter. He said: “Twe 
of the notes that I have traced are for $2,000 
and $2,700 respectively. I don’t know the 
character or the amounts of the securities. 
The safe deposit vault at Baltimore stands in 
the name of the state treasurer, and no one 
else can have access toit. On Monday I was 
in Baltimore, with the governor 
and attorney general. We sens 
telegrams to Mr. Archer, but his illness 
stopped the proceedings. It was my duty ag 
state comptroller to lay the facts, as far as [ 
knew them, before the government, and there 
was nothing else for me todo. It is not 
sible to know what is the condition of the 
state securities, because they are locked up in 
the safe deposit vault. I cannot say anything 
as tothe probable amount involved in the 
affair.’’ : 

A dispatch was received by the governor 
late tonight saying that Archer’s condition 
was much easier. , 

The bond of the state treasurer is $200,000. 
The involvement of the name of State Trease 
urer Archer, with the illegitimate use of funds 
of the state, was so unexpected to every one 
that his friends are not yet able to fully realize 
it. Whatever the amount of defalcation, the 
state is secured.

Fifteen Hundred Houses Destroyed and Twe

San Francisco, March 26.—The city of 
Pekin, from China and Japan, arrived here 
yesterday, ——— advices that on February 
27th, about 1,500 Japanese houses were des- 
troyed by fire in Tokio, andseventy-eight were 
partially destroyed.

“THE FOREST AREA. 


PEORGIA’S PRIMEVAL STRETCHES 
OF WILDERNESS. i Sz 


The Veteran Topographcr, A. G. Butts, Talks 
Upon the Timber Wealth of 
the State. 


— 


Macon,Ga., March 26.—[Special.]—Perhaps, 
Mr. A. G. Butts, of Macon, the well-known map 
maker and wild land agent, isas well posted 
about the timber resources of Georgia as any 
man in thestate. After reading the arti- 
tle in today’s ConstTiTuTION on “Our 
Timber Wealth,” he spoke to THE 
ConsTITUTION’s representative as follows: 

**A line drawn upon the map of the state, 
sommencing at Augusta on the east, 
thence to Milledgeville, Macon and to Colum- 
bns on the west, would describe the northern 
boundary of what was known as the pine belt, 
which extended to the Florida line on the 
This area embraced a little over one- 
half of the state. The timber chiefly was the 
long leaf yellow or pitch pine. Bordering 
gapon the rivers, large streams of water, and in 
some places within this belt the lands were 
povered with a growth of oak, hickory and 
other hard woods. 

‘In 1839 there were in this described belt 
thirty-cight counties, according to the official 
report of the comptroller general at that date— 
these contained 18,519,172 acres. Since that 
time there has been made from these old 
pountics thirty-three new counties. As per 
‘the comptroller general’s report for the year 
ending 20th of September 1584, there were 
these sixty-one counties 16,409,276 
acres of improved land. This amount sub- 
tracted from the total amount within the pine 
belt wil] leave 3,109,806 acres of wild land not 
included in farms, ete. 

‘Having no data to estimate the amoun of 
wild laud returned (as such) for taxation 
which has been depleted of its timber along 
the 1,000 miles of railroads that pass through 
this pine belt, or the quantity bordering upon 
the rivers and other places where the tim- 
ber jupon the land is of _ the 
hard wood growth, it would not be 
far wrong to estimate it fully one-half of the 
3,100,876 acres, which would leave 1,554,958 
acres. It will be seen that there is but little 
over one anda half million of acres of pine 
timber land within the pine belt that is not 
mow in process 6f being denuded of its timber. 
It is admitted that it will require an average 
of ).000 acres each year to supply the 
demand abroad for the timber, lum- 
ber and naval stores, and that in 
fifteen years the supply will become exhausted. 
In view of the fact that it takes fifty to one 
hundred years for a forest pine tree to obtain a 
size suitable for lumber purposes, itis well that 
the alarm has been sounded, ‘Woodman, spare 
that tree.’”’ 


BEEF IS HIGH IN MACON, 


But Not Near So High as in Atlanta, But it 
Will Rise Again in a Few Days, 

Macon, Ga., March 26.—[Special.]—Macon 
consumers are compilainingof the rise in the 
price of western beef and fresh meats gener. 
ally. 

Your reporter called on prominent meat men 
today, aud questioned them regarding the na- 
ture and cause of the advance. 

They say the jump in prices is brought 
about by the scarcity of both native and west- 
ern beef; native beef, they say, being almost 
entirely out of the market. They have to pay 
$300 per car more for western 
than they did six weeks 
ago, and within the _ past few 
days the market has experienced another 
jump. While wholesale prices have advanced 
to a fearful extent, the effect on the consumer, 
they state has been slight. Western beef in 
Atlanta and Savannah brings twenty cents per 
pound, while here twelve and a half cents is 
all that.can possibly be gotten andthe people 
kick at that.

An Open Letter to the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture, From Mr. Nesbitt. 

MARIETTA, Ga., March 25.—Hon. J. T. 
Henderson.—Dear Sir: As you occupy a posi- 
tion of trust, created forthe benefit of the 
people, the farmer more especially, and sup- 
posed to be operated in their interest, and as I 
am acandidate for the same position, I sub- 
mit for your consideration the following ques, 
tions in reference to your administration of 
the office, and ask that you givean explicit 
answer toeach. I feel that the people havea 
right to full information on the subject, but I 
would not willingly do you an injustice, even 
in the smallest particular; therefore, I offer 
you the opportunity of correcting any inac- 
curacies—if there are any—to which my. pres- 
ent information mav have led me: . 

1. Have you not occupied the position of 
commissioner of agriculture by appointment 
eleven years, at a cost to the state of $22,000? 

2. Have younot had asonin the depart- 
ment forabout the same period, at a cost of 
about $15,000? 

3. Did you not have another son in the de- 
partment for some time. at a good salary ? 

4. Did you not appoint your brother-in-law 
inspector of fertilizers, and was he not also ex- 
officio inspector of oil? Did he not occupy this 
position for several years at a cost of at least 
$60,000? Does he not still hold a position as 
inspector of oil ? 

5. Is not the amount which has been thus 
absorbed by your family about $100,000? 

6. Do not these figures demonstrate a nep- 
otism at variance with the principles of our 
democratic form of government ? 

7. If elected, will you continue appointments 
on the principle demonstrated in the foregoing 
questions ? 

8. Have you not created extraclerkships not 
contemplated by the law, and does not your 
son occupy one of these positions? 

9. Did you not oppose the reduction to ten 
cents of the inspection fees on fertilizers when 
the legislature was seeking to relieve the 
farmers of this unnecessary Gadtieis ? 

10. I think it was in 1887 that a bill was in- 
troduced and passed the lower house of the 
legislature, seeking to regulate the inspection 
of oil.

IT WAS ALLIANCE DAY, 


AND THE PEOPLE WERE PRESENT | 


BY THOUSANDS. 


Colonel Livingston, Colonel Northen, and 
Judge Bleckly Talk to the Farmers at 
the Chautauqua, 


Aupany, Ga., March 26.—{Special.]—Last 
night at the Georgia Chautauqua, Dr. R. R. 
Meridith gave a brilliant address upon ‘‘Leis- 
ure Hours.” It was one of the finest, most 
practical and polished speeches ever given to 
any audience. Dr. Meridith, who returned to 
his Brooklyn home today, carried with him the 
hearts of the Albanians, which he completely 
captured during his short visit. 

ALLIANCE DAY CELEBRATED. 

This has been Alliance Day.. The city has 
been crowded with farmers all day, and at 10 
o’clock this morning the tent tabernacle was 
filled with ladies and fepresentative agricul- 
turists of this county. 

Colonel L. F. Livingston, president of the 
State alliance, opened the exercises with a 
practical ‘and interesting address. Colonel 
Livingston was at his best, and appeared in- 
spired by the rapt attention given his remarks 
by the immense audience present. He 
spoke of the financial system of 
the Georgians as being of vast im- 
portance to the farming interests of the 
country. He spoke of the centralization of 
wealth among a few capitalists of the country. 
He explained and defined the alliance idea of 
bonding the crops of the farmers, recelving 
80 per cent advance upon them from the 
government, with the privilege of selling said 
crops if not redeemed within two years. He 
favored an inflation of the currency and 
showed that a scarcity of money caused hard 
times. He bitterly attacked Editor Pat 
Walsh, of the Augusta Chronicle, Mr. Under- 
wood,of the Camilla Clarion,and Sid Lewis, of 
the Sparta Ishmaelite, for their attacks upon 
what they called his financial system, and 
spoke in praise of the papers which he claimed 
had favored the alliance. He read exhaustive 
notes and several clippings from THE ConstTI- 
TuTION in favor of his financial ideas. 

Rev. J. L. Underwood, notwithstanding his 
recent raking down by Livingston, was called 
upon for a song, and responded by leading off 
with ‘‘Nearer My God to Thee,” in which a 
thousand voices joined. 

COLONEL NORTHEN SPEAKS. 
Mr. W. C. Watson then introduced Colonel 


W. J. Northen, who commenced by saying 
that it gave him great pleasure to share the 
joys of the occasion. He congratulated the 
management upon the great success of the 
Georgia Chautauqua toadvance and elevate 
the people of the state. Nowork in all the 
land was greater than this, the tendancy of 
which was upward. He thought nothing was 
nobler. Speaking of the condition of affairs, 
he said the Chautauqua work is a great one. 
but the schools, the churches, the towns can- 
not build up when the farming interests are in 
the present state. He makes a great mistake 
who thinks the state is safe when the farms 
are in ruin, He makesa great mistake who 
thinks the state can be built up when the 
country is in desolation. Why do not 
the farmers do like they did before the war? 
Given the same conditions they will do so. Be- 
fore the war there was no poverty. The lands 
were good, the labor was reliable. Now, the 
lands are poor and the labor uncertain. The 
lands can be brought up and the farmer can 
raise his own corn and meal. The farming 
pelicy must be improved. Before the war we 
did not know what the word trust meant, ex- 
cept as the synonym of faith and confidence. 
Now, it is the synonym of the use ofa policy 
which is but another name for fraud and rob- 
bore pe Gro udev iatthhng “porty, the next 
to correct the abuses of the government. You 
can manage your farms and the people who 
make the government can correct its abuse. 
Let us go earnestly to work with this aim in 
view. What we want to have 
is an understanding of the fundamental princi- 
ples of the government. The protective tariff 
is unquestionably iniquitous. We have to pay 
from thirty-five toone hundred per cent for 
the shoes, the clothing and the other necessar- 
ies of life. Ninety per cent of the people pay 
this tax to the other ten percent. I was with 
the Ohio excursionists. I found that the 
farmers of the west had not agitated the 
question of the tariff. We met at the Ohio 
state fair grounds. Colonei Redding and I 
gave them a short talk each. When we had 
finished, the secretary of the state grange, who 
is also editor of the Grange paper, gave a stir- 
ring speech, in which he said: 

‘‘Men of Georgia, we are with you.’’. [Ap- 
plause]. So they did, these people in the 
west, so they should do these people in the 
south. So strong the powers think they had 
the western farmers in the west, that they 
made the proud boast that a Methodist church 
wou'd be foundin the middle of hell when 
Ohio and Iowa went democratic. They went 
that way, and I don’t know what is inthe 
center down below. We have broken loose 
from the power of the monopolists. 

JUDGE BLECKLY TALKS. 

The fecs'e of Atlanta were interviewed to 
obtain their opinion ipe: *2e financial system 
of the government. Judge Bleckley said: “I 
know nothing aboutit. I don’t believe there 
isa million dollars in the country. A man 
with millions in Chicago gathered up all the 
wheat inthe country, and held it for an ad- 
vance, though mothers and children cried for 
bread. The dealers in futures sell ten thousand 
bushels of wheat that have never been raised, 
and forty million bales of cotton that were 
never produced. This is a crying ~eyil. 
Monopolists say there is too much 
currency. They contract it and then having 
the crops of the country in their grasp, make 
their own prices and grind the face of the 
poor. All we say to our friends is to give usa 
fair chance before the courts, and we will 
restore the country to its former prosperity. Is 
there any light ahead? Yes! The mists are 
breaking, the people of Georgia are interested

The industrial element of the Congo free 
state is just now being pushed with great vigor, 
and several new striking lines of operation are 
being opened up. Of course, one of the most 
interesting is the determination of the Belgian 
commercial companie$, which largely control 
the trade of that region, to employ American 
citizens of African descent in their offices 
there. This plan was broached as long ago as 
in 1884 by Colonel George W. Williams, of 

Worcester, Mass., who at that time was active- 
ly aiding King Leopold in his African enter- 
prise. The idea then was to employ a large 
force of American negroses_ to go to Africa as 
‘ordinary laborers, to open up roads, build trad- 
ing stations, ete. The king was favorably im- 
pressed by this scheme, and so was Mr. Stan- 
ley, to whion? ft was referred for consideration. 
For various reasons, however, it was found in- 
expedient to put into execution at that time. 
It has recently been revived in a different 
form, and is to be carried out at once. Captain 
Albert Thys, the chief administrative agent of 
the commercial companies, is really enthusias- 
tic over it. 

“Colonel Williams made a detailed proposi- 
tion,’ says Captain Thys, ‘‘to the effect that 
the services of educated American negroes 
should be sought for our offices in the Congo 
country. He urged that they would more 
readily become acclimated than Europeans, 
and that their presence and example would, 
moreoyer, have a good effect upon the natives. 
The companies, after careful consideration, 
unanimously adopted his plan and et sete 

and 
twelve engineers and skilled mechanics. For 
this purpse Colonel Williams visited America 
a few weeks ago. We hoped that he would 
bring the men back with him. But he returned 
alone, and reported that it would be desirable 
to delay matters a little. He suggested that a 
call for recruits should be sent to the chief in- 
dustrial schools of the Southern United States. 
All candidates who entered the competition 
for engagements should now begin special 
studies, especially French, African geography, 
etc. In June next they should be examined 
by a committee of teachers, and the required 
number should then be selected and engaged 
from among the most proficient. Thissystem, 
he urged, would give us the services of the 
best men, especially prepared for our work. 

“Since the return of Colonel Williams the 
companies have carefully considered this = 
and have now adopted it in ngs detail, ex- 
actly as it was laid before them. Word tothis 
effect has been sent to the heads of the various 
schools of America, in order that their pupils 
may at once begin the special course of study 
in preparation for the examinations next June. 
By next fall we hope to have from twenty to 
thirty American negroes actively administer- 
ing the affairs of the commercial companies in 
Africa. Colonel Williams has himself gone 
directly on to Africa, sailing from England for 
the Congo on January 29. He will spend some 
time there, visiting all parts of the free state.

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The Southern Way. 

Senator Ingalls and his followers advise 
us to try justice as a factor in the settlement 
of the race problem. 

Here isalittle incident for the senator’s 
consideration. A short time ago a popular 
and wealthy young lieutenant ina New Or- 
leans military company: accused a colored 
employe of the corps of stealing. In a few 
flays the real thief was discovered and the 
suspected man was released. The officers of 
the company asked the lieutenant to publish 
a card exonerating the falsely accused negro. 
The young man refused. Then the mem- 
bers of the company held a meeting and ex- 
pelled the officer. 

Here we have a striking illustration of the 
southern idea of justice. The same spirit 
runs through all classes of our society and is 
manifested everywhere. The typical south- 
erner regards the man who would take ad- 
vantage of a helpless inferior as too utterly 
mean to be admitted into the society of gen- 
tlemen. 


Still Fighting Us. 

Our northern enemies may be divided into 
two classes—downright liars and misguided 
sentimentalists. 

Just such men brought on our civil war. 
They remained in the rear while the strug- 
gie lasted, but they are now at the front 
again fighting against reconciliation and 
peace. 

A few weeks ago Boston trotted out her 
Joseph Cook, with his appeal fora new 
northern crusade against the south. Two 
gnore preachers in the same city raised their 
voices for war in their pulpits last Sunday. 
The Rev. Nehemiah Boynton, of the Union 
Congregational church, talked about the 
__yrrongs of the negro. Among other things, 
he said: ‘‘Anaverage southern man _ will 
gay that the negro is as well treated in the 
south as he isin the north. But in the next 
breath he will tell you he would like to stand 
allthe blacks in a rowand shoot them 
down.”’ 

Mr. Boynton knows that this _ state- 
ment is untrue. He cannot produce a 
reputable witness who will say that he

In the meantime, Georgia will hold her 
own in the political field, and the number of 
candidates will increase as the campaign ad- 
vances, It is said that every other man in 
Alabama has a political bee buzzing around 
him, and that every third man in Georgia is 
willing to run for an office, from that of 
governor of the state down to superinten- 
dent of ‘the county poor house. Perhaps 
the editors of the weekly press are responsi- 
ble for this state of affairs in Georgia; for 
we notice that they continually urge the 
people to ‘hand in their announcements, 
with five dollars.’’ and have a hand in the 
great political prize-bag.

The G rowth of a Monster. 

A recent writer presents some very inter- 
esting figures concerning the growth of 
socialism in Germany. 

It seems that in the year 1871, in an ag- 
gregate of 7,625,273 electors in the empire 
the socialists had only 101,927. In 1874 
they had 387,670 in an aggregate of 8,523,- 
446 electors, or seventy-one in a thousand. 
In 1877 this proportion had increased to 
ninety-one ina thousand, orto 495,288 in 
an aggregate of 8,948,028 electors. In 1878, 
in an aggregate of 9,124,311, they numbered 
437,158; in 1881, 311,961 in 9,909,381; in 
1884, 549,990 in 9,382,792, and in 1887,, 
763,128 in an aggregate of 0,769,802 electors. 

The present year the socialists cast over a 
million votes. ‘The writer here quoted, says: 

The socialists consider their success the more 
remarkable from the extraordinary efforts made 
by the government to prevent their succcess. 
The American principle of redistricting to givea 
party advansage is as well understood in Germany 
as in America. The conservatives, in order to 
maintain their majority in the reichstag, divided 
the circumscriptions nnequally. In 1887, the dif- 
ferent parties opposed to the socialists were rep- 


ing basis: The German conservatives, so called, 
with 1,200,000 votes, had seventy-six deputies; 
the liberal conservatives, with 700,000 votes, had 
forty-one deputies; the national liberals, «1th 
1,650,000 votes, had ninetv-eicht deputies; the 
center Catholic, wie* 1,030,000 votes, had 101 depu- 
ties ; the. precfessionists, with 660,000 votes, thirty- 
two deputies; while the democratic socialists, 
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Lorraine, with 250,000 votes, only fifteen. That is 
to Say that, while the socialists had only one dep- 
uty for.,every 72,000 votes, the liberal conserva- 
tives, the body-guard of the empire, had a deputy 
for every 17,000. Were the basis of population the 
same thronghout the empire it«is easy to see that 
the socialists, having one-tenth of the electors in 
an aggregate of nearly 10,000,000, would have 
one-tenth of the members of the reichstag, or a 
representation nearly equal to thatof the most 
powerful gf !the numerous parties into which it 
is divided.; In that case, by uniting with the 
Catholic party, a coalition which on many ac- 
counts the latter would not scorn, they would be 
ina position to defeat any objectionable govern- 
ment measure. They have not accomplished this, 
but in spite of all opposition, they have increased 
their representation, and they will accomplish 
much more if they will proceed by constitutional 
means. 

It would be interesting to follow the 
crowth of the monster of socialism in other 
countries, but-the figures cannot be had. 
In the United States Herr Most estimates 
that there are 2,000,000 socialists, and there 
are other millions in England, France and 
Russia. These enemies of society and gov- 
ernment have a friendly understanding, and 
care very little about the traditional policy 
of their respective countries. The German 
and French socialists, for instance, are ready 
to fraternize and forgot the war of twenty 
years ago. 

The influence of this large and increasing 
element upon society, legislation and gov- 
ernment, threatens to be disastrous in the 
course of a few years. <A socialistic major- 
ity would be a calamity either in imperial 
Germany or republican America. Fortu- 
nately the people of this republic enjoy such 
a degree of freedom and prosperity that the 
socialtsts will find it well-nigh impossible to 
make the average citizen a convert to their 
revolutionary theories.- Socialism may exist 
here, but it will flourish only where the peo- 
ple are oppressed. 


Chicago Can Go Ahead, 

Chicago has reason to congratulate herself 
on the prospects for the world’s fair. The 
fair bill was passed by the house Tuesday, 
with Mr, Candler’s amendment postponing 
the time for the holding of the fair until 
1893. This step was eminently wise and 
proper, and the exposition will be all the

GEORGIA RAILROADS. 


Mr. T. W. Garrett Is Generai Manager, and 
Mr. George P. Howard Is General 
Freight and Passenger Agent. 


The Atlanta and Florida directors held 
an important meeting yesterday. 

General Manager Gabbett’s resignation was 
formally accepted, and Mr. T. W. Garrett was 
appointed general manager of the road, the 
change to take effect on the Ist of April. 

Another important change in the operation 
of the road was made. This wasin the pro- 
motion of Mr. George P. Howard to the position 
of general freight and passenger agent. The 
change takes place at once. 

Mr. Howard has been general agent here 
ever since his connection with the road and 
for six years before that was chief clerk of the 
Richmond and Danville freight department 
here. He is thoroughly equipped for the im- 
portant duties of his new position and is one 
of the best all-around and most popular rail- 
road men in the south. 

He has hosts of friends here to congratulate 
him on the promotion, and it is safe to say 
that the directors have made an excellent 
selection.

IT WILL CONNECT. 


The Atlanta and West Point Will Connect at 
Opelika for Birmingham. 

The Atlanta and West Point railroad began 
Monday morning to run a morning train from 
Atlanta to Opelika. Tur Constirurion was 
under the impression that this train would 
connect at Opelika with Birmingham, but we 
find the schedule of the Brunswick znd West- 
ern misses the Atlanta and West Point con- 
nection about ten minutes, the train for Bir- 
mingham leaving Opelika just ten minutes 
before the arrival of the Atlanta and West 
Point train. The Birmingham schedule, 
however, has been delayed to meet the At- 
lanta train, and the Birmingham connection 
has been made, thus enabling passengers from 
Atlanta to Birmingham to go through every 
morning this week. 

But there will be no doubt about the con- 
nection after this week, for General Manager 
Tyler, of the Atlanta and West Point railroad, 
has decided to quicken his morning schedule 
from Atlanta in order to guarantee the Bir- 
mingham connection. This change will go in- 
to effect next Monday morning, when passen- 
gers to Birmingham can leave Atlanta at 6 
a.m., overthe Atlanta and West Point, and 
reach Birmingham that afternoon shortly af- 
ter the dinner hour. 

This schedule will prove of great benefit to 
passengers desiring to go from Atlanta to Bir- 
mingham, and wili conflict very materially 
with the Georgia Pacific railroad, which has 
taken advantage of its monopoly on Birming- 
ham business by withholding a morning train 
from Atlanta. According to the present 
schedule of the Georgia Pacific road, it is im- 
possible for an Atlanta passenger to arrive in 
Birmingham before 8:30 o’clock at night of 
the day of leaving Atlanta.

CHE MEETING OF THE CITY COUNCIL 
YESTERDAY, 


The Question of the Taxation of the Old 
Capitol Building Likely to Break 
Up the Trade. 


The old statehouse purchased by the city is 
badly mixed. 

The trade may bo said to be off. 

The general council convened yesterday 
afternoon in special! session at the request of 
the finance committee, that committee hay- 
ing asked for the meeting. 

Mayor Pro TemHnutchison presided with Mr. 
Howell, Mr. Haas, Mr. Middlebrooks, Mr. 
Woodward and Mr. Reinhardt of the board of 
aldermen, and Mr. Hirsch, Mr. Meader, Mr. 
McBride, Mr. Robbins, Mr. Hulsey, Mr. Mc- 
Lendon, Mr. Hendrix, Mr. Kontz, Mr. Lam- 
bert, Mr. Inman and Mr. King of the council, 
in attendance. 

Immediately after the roll-call Peputy 
Clerk Maddox read a communication from 
Mayor Glenn. It was tothe members of the 
general council: At the request of the finance 
comiittee, I have called you in session to re- 
ceive a report from that committee on matters 
connected with the sale of the old capitol. 

“J desire to say,’’ said Mr. Inman, chair- 
man of the finance committee, “that a resolu- 
tion adopted by this body instructed the finance 
committee to provide the funds with which to 
pay the $62,500 to the state in this trade, and 
to make the contract with Mr. Hurt, Mr. 
Collins and = Mr. Kiser. We have 
provided the funds, but in making 
the contract we want instructions from this 
body. In making that contract we have been 
asked to waive the right to tax the building if 
the city doesn’t buy it. Wedon’t feel dis- 
posed todo that, and want this body to in- 
struct us.” 

There was a silence of a minute or two, and 
then Mr. Middlebrooks said: 

“T think the gentlemen who own the build- 
ing should pay the tax if the city does not buy 
it.” 

Slowly Mr. Howell came to his feet saying: 

“T have no desire to discuss this question. 
It has been discussed in every way possible to 
discuss it. These gentlemen have given the 
city an option upon it. That being the case, 
it is only necessary to determine to whom the 
property belongs on the first of April, to know 
who sha!! pay the taxes. Apart from that, I 
think this trade is about the best Atlanta 
could make under any circumstances, and we 
shall try to make it, even if we should lose the 
taxes in the effort. Up to this time the city 
has never collected any taxes on that building, 
and we cou!d well afford to lose another year 
for the chance we now have.’”’ 

T think.” said Mr. Middlebrooks, ‘that the 
question of taxation is settled by law. The 
property is there and we have only an_ option 
and we can’t relieve them from taxes.”’ 

“T think the property is good for the taxes,” 
said Mr. Woodward. ‘“‘If it goes to the mayor 
with a recommendation to releave them he 
willlikely veto it because we can’t by law 
relieve anyone from taxes.

‘‘At first Iwas inclined to be against the 

urchase,’’ said Mr. King, ‘‘but since then I 
hase found I was wrong, and I now want to 
get right. Just now I understand that the 
purchasers hold that the title is now in the 
city, and if the city does not take it, the gen- 
tlemen agree to take it from us after, and not 
before, the first day of April. Therefore, the 
property, being owned by the city on the first 
day of April, the city aloneis liable for the 
taxes.

What will be the result ? 

Mr. Hurt claims that he has never given the 
city an option on the building, but that he 
consented to let the city step into his place 
and take the property by fulfilling the terms 
laid down, at the same time agreeing to take it 
oif the city’s hands if the vote was against it. 

He claims that the city is the actual owners 
until the vote is cast, and thatit has no right 
to ask the taxes from him. 

After the council adjourned yesterday after- 
noon, he said: 

‘“‘As I understand the action of the council it 
is simply a@ refusal to submit to the people the 
question .of accepting the offer of Messrs. 
Kiser, Collins and myself. 

“A great deal of time has been spent in dis- 
cussing what the opposition has styled an ‘op- 
tion’ from us. We have -never proposed to 
give an option, but to grant the city the priv- 
ilege of making the first payment of $62,750, 
and to submit the question to the people. 

“We further agreed that should 
the people. decide not to vote 
we would buy _ the property from 
the city at the price bid. We have never pro- 
posed to remain out of the use of the property 
for thirty-six days and then agree to pay the 
city taxes because the people did not decide to 
buy. Of course we would have had to hold 
ourselves in readiness to make the first pay- 
ment, and hence must lose opportunities of 
investing the $62,750, besides which the loss 
in remaining out of the use of the building 
would exceed the city taxes. 

“IT understand this question has been raised 
in order to defeat the measure, and we are sat- 
isfied with the result, except that we wisti it 
clearly understood that we never proposed to 
give the city an option and then asked to be 
relieved of taxes, as might be inferred from 
the discussions and the contract drawn by the 
city attorney, which we gave notice to council 
we could not sign.’’

OPPOSED TO RED HAIRED GIRLS. 


Eccentricities of William W. Merriam, 
Whose Will is Being Contested. 


New York, March 23.—The proceedings in 
the contest of the will of William W. Mer- 
riam, a brother of the members of the well 
known Boston publishing firm of that name, 
who died at Springs, Suffolk county, L. LI., 
nearly two years ago, were resumed Thursday 
before Surrogate Tuthill at Riverhead and con- 
tinued over yesterday. When Mr. Merriam 
died he left a will executed in 1883 devising 
all his property to the United States govern- 
ment. After his death bonds, mortgages and 
deeds to real estate amonnting in value 
to over $100,000 were found in the house 
where he had lived alone foralong time. A 
sister of the testator and some other heirs-at- 
law opposed the probate of the will when it was 
offered by the then United States district at- 
torney, Mark D. Wilbur, of Brooklyn and 
hearings were had before the surrogate at in- 
tervals until Mr. Wilbur was displaced by 
Jesse Johnson, since which time until Thurs- 
day nothing had been done in the matter’ 

Many witnesses were called by the contest- 
ants to show that the testator was of unsound 
mind. Among other strange actions on the 
part of Mr. Merriam related by the witnesses 
it was alleged that he had made a great many 
wills, most of them in favor of school girls, 
to whom he would take a fancy he having con- 
ducted a free school at his own expense which 
was attended by most of the children in the 
village... Ha also o a lawyer $1 apiece to 
draw wills for him whenever he wanted them. 
He had a great antipathy to rod-headed girls, 
and made great efforts to have one who taught 
school near him removed from her. position by 
the trustees, and, not being successful, he 
hired a hideous looking cripple to kiss her,

Asa B. Lane testi- 
fied that Mr. Merriam had more than once 
told him that he would rather leave all he 
owned to the United Statesthan that his sis- 
ters should get it. Surrogate Tuthill will 
probably give a decision in two weeks.

‘The success of these institutions 
ip the Quaker city was phenomenal, and stim- 
plated other cities to follow the example, and 
the result has been the outgrowth of a species 
af savings institutions that work to the ad- 
vantage of both depositor and borrower through 
the ingenious manner in which they are 


ned.

There has never been an institution that 
game so near realizing the ideas of its origina- 
bors as the building and loan association. In 
its conception it aims at aiding the wage 
garner, from the accumutlation of his smal] 
savings, to purchase and pay for his own home 
lp aseries of installments, so adjusted that 

gith the money paid out for rent he may pay 

for his home in a manner such that he will 
pot feel the burden of cebt that would other- 
qise oppress and discourage himin his lauda- 
ble desire to abide under his own vine and fig 
tree with none to molest or make him afraid. 

Onthe other hand, the association works 
mightily to the advantage of the man who has 
money to invest, and is willing to share with 
his fellows the outcome of the investment. 

In other words the borrower becomes a lend- 
‘gr, while the lender lends to himself at the 
gane time that he lends to his friends. Of 
course the non-borrowing investor has an ad- 
yantage—in a strictly cash view of the case— 
of the investor who borrows, because he sim- 
ply deposits his money in monthly install- 
ments, and at the wind-up of the association, 

ts his money back witha handsome accumu- 

tion of interest. 

On the other hand the borrower, who makes 
an investment ina home in acity like At- 
Janta, where real estate values never shrink, 
but are always expanding, has the advantage 
ofthe other from the fact that the enhanced 
value of his property may be such that he will 
be able to realize, in case he so desires, a better 
gate of interest than the man who simply de- 
posited his money for the advantage of the 
rate of interest paid.

cent, or $120 per share. 

The dues required from the members are one 
Bollar per month on each share, and when a 
member borrows, then he pays two dollars on 
each share, which includes both principal and 
interest, and when the value reaches $120, 
then the borrower has his nrortgage cancelled, 
and the member not having borrowed, receives 
$120 in cash. 

THE OLDEST ASSOCIATION 

Is the Germania, which was organized 
about fifteen years ago, with Mr. Charles Beer- 
man as secretary and treasurer. 

It was conceived by a number of gentlemen 
who had watched the nntoward fate of a num- 
ber of similar institutions, and had decided 
that a building and loan association could be 
organized’ that would not getinto litigation, 
but would prove to bea good thing forthe 
city and for the people interested in the asso- 
ciation. 

And the Germania was the realization of 
this conception. 

During the thirteen andahalf years of its 
existence this association continued to grow 
and thrive, and during that entire period there 
was never a case of litigation. Many a happy 
home in the city and suburbs owes its exist- 
ence to this institution, and there is no other 
agency, extinct or in active life, that has for- 
warded the growth of the city more than did 
the old Germania, the most successful of all 
contemporary associations, and the pioneer of 
all the thriving institutions of that kind that 
are now in operation in the city and suburbs. 

THIS SHINING EXAMPLE 
was followed by others, Hibernia coming next, 
being now the oldest of all the associations. 

it was organized in 1880 with 2,500 shares, 
Mr. M. Mahoney president, and Mr. P. F.

This association kas loaned out over $1,000,000, 
and has done a monthly business of $2,500 or 
$3,000. This association has helped to build a 
= many houses, and has done its work 


The State Building and Loan association {s 
only thirteen months old, and Mr. John T 
Hall is also secretary and treasurer of the as 
sociation. There are 2,145 shares, and the as- 
sociation has loaned ont about £50,000, all of 
Which has gone into houses and improve- 
ments. 

The Standard, Mr. A. L. Waldo, secretary 

and treasurer, is two years old, has about 
2,000 shares, and has done a good business 
during the time of its existence, having loaned 
out around sum of money, all of which went 
into buildings and improvements. 
_ The Fulton Building and Loan was organ- 
ized in 1887, and is thirty-four months old, 
having issued three series of stock, amount- 
ing to about $1,500, Mr. Jabes 
Doonan is secretary ard  treasuter. 
This association is. on the twenty 
five cents a week payment plan, and the month- 
ly income is from $1,500 to $1,800. This associa- 
tion bas loaned out about $45,900, and has 
built about thirty houses. It is prosperous 
and is a paying institution. 

In November, 1887, the Piedmont Building 
and Loan was organized with Mr. W. E. 
Hanye secretary and treasurer. It has about 
450 shares, and its monthly income is about 
$5,000, and in the twenty-nine months of its 
existence has handeld about $14,000, all going 
into linprovements. 

: A DIFFERENT PLAN 

was adopted by the Mutual Benefit Building 
and Loan, when it was organized in October, 
1887. It has about 1,700 shares, and did about 
$25,000 worth of business last year, lending out 
over $2,500 a month. Forty to forty-five houses 
have been built, and the association still flour- 
ishes like a green bay tree. 

It is different from other associations in the 
fact that it fixes no forty percent minimum, 
consequently has no fictitious values. It 
makes the stock $200 per share, and is to run 
until the shares are worth that much. A mem- 
ber may borrow $200 on every share, straight 
out, with interest at eight per cent, payable at 
the end of every month. It has made a fine 
record, and all the stockholders are gratified 
with its workings. Mr. J. S. Panchen is secre- 
tary and treasurer. 

The Union Building and Loan was organ- 
ized in July, 1888, and is twenty-one months 
old, There are 1338 shares of stock in the 
three series, the lastof which began in Jan- 
uary, 1890. It has built at least twenty-five 
houses, and has handled $15,000. Mr. J. F. 
Kempton is secretary and treasurer. 


THE SUBURBAN ASSOCIATIONS 


have done a good work, the pioneer being the 
Hapeville building and loan, which was or- 
ganized in December, 1886. It has 500 shares, 
the stock payable at twenty-five cents per 
share a week. Its monthly income is about 
$500, ali of which has gone into buildings and 
improvements in Faiton county, a number of 
tine houses having been built. It has loaned 
out $140,000 to $150,000, and is estimated to 
wind up its affairs in about seven years. 

The Hapevilie Mutual is a month old, the 
charter having been granted March 5d, and 
1,000 shares have been already subscribed. It 
is on the monthly plan, the shares being $100 
par value, payable at sixty cents per share per 
month. 

The Atlanta, Edgewood, Kirkwood and 
Decatur Building and Loan association was 
ae May 4, 1889, and is not quite a year 
old. It has 1,500 shares at $200 par value. Its 
income is about $1,500 per month, and about 
$15,000 have been loaned. It has built fifteen 
houses, and is doing well. 

This completes the list of local associations, 
but one has secently been organized by a num- 
ber of capitalists, with Mr. William C. Hale, 
the secretary and treasurer, who is also secre- 
tary of the Southern Mutual and a director in 
the Edgewood, Kirkwood and Decatur, being 
president and chief promotor of the enterprise. 
Itis called the Home Company of Atlanta, 
and its object is to build homes straight out, 
and sell them on the installment plan. It is 
the first of the kind ever organised here, and 
the outlook for its success is very bright. 


THE NATIONAL SYSTEM 


is separate and distinct from the local in its 
characteristics. Stock is not confined to any 
particular locality, but is sold in any seetion of 
the country. 

The oldest one in Atlanta is the Southern 
Mutual Loan and Building. Mr. William C. 
Hale, the secretary, has given his entire time 
and attention to it, and since its organization, 
June 10th, 1887, has run up 35,000 shares, at one 
dollar per share. The receipts are about $20,000 
a month, and the company holds first mort- 
gage bonds on real estare amounting to some- 
thing over $150,000 in Georgia and other 
southern states. The shares are payable at 
sixty cents per share per month, and the asso- 
ciation is doinga big business, having fur- 
nished the money to build half adozen costly 
houses in Atlanta. 

The Southern Home Building and Loan, of 
which Mr. H. H. Cabaniss is secretary, was or- 
ganized in September, 1889, but began writing 
stock about the first of October. About $4,500,- 
000 worth of stock has been taken all over the 
south, in the northern and eastern states... In 
Atlanta about 6,000 shares of one dollar each, 
amounting to $600,000, have been taken. 
There have been about $45,000 loaned out, 
$15,000 of Which has been loaned here, the 
first subscribers being Atlanta people, and of 
course servéd first. Its business is increasing 
every day. 

Nine months ago the Americau Building, 
Loan and Tontine association established an 
agency in Atlanta, Mr. Frank McKnight be- 
ing agent for Georgia. It did a considerable 
business in Atlanta last year, and loaned about 
$15,000 in the city and state. It has loaned at 
least $5 to every share of stock taken, and all 
of this has gone into valuable improvements. 

The Atlanta National Building and Loan 
was organized January 6, 1890, Mr. J. W. 
Goldsmith secretary and treasurer. Itis just two 
months old and has about 10,000 shares of stock, 
and has loaned more than $10,000, having, in 
addition to shares sold, sold a large amount of 
paid up stock, Itisa young institution, but 
is in a most flourishing condition. 

The Interstate Building and Loan, Mr. Vic- 
tor Smith, secretary and general agent for the 
state, has been represented in Atlanta since 
December. About $30,000 worth of stock, 
payable 60 cents a month per share, has been 
taken, and is increasing at the rate of about 
$200a month. It has furnished a lot of money 
for improvements. 

The Eastern wet and Loan, of Phila- 
delphia, Judge R. L. Rodgers attorney and 
general agent for Georgia, has been here since 
the first of the month, and is already negoti- 
ating a number of loans. 

The Southern Home is represented by Mr. 
R. L. Sibley, and has been doing business here 
since October 1, 1889, and about 5,000 shares 
have been taken, at a par value of $100 per 
share, payable at sixty cents per share monthly. 
The prospects of the association are very flat- 
tering. ; 

A GREAT WORK 

is being done by the building associations in 
Atlanta. ming the past yearitis estimated 
that all the way from one and a quarter to one 
and a half million dollars was loaned by these 
associations in the city and suburbs, for the 

urpose of huilding, improving houses already 
built, or purchasing lots on which to build 
homes for the people. 

They are all, as a matter of course, 
stock companies, and one to become 
a beneficiary, or borrower, must necessarily 
become a stockholder. This is the grand secret 
of their substantiality and success. Eve 
person connected with them feels a cemenal 
and saree interest in the welfare of the 
association (the local ones) and failure is almost 
impossible under such circumstances. 

eretofore the stock has not been subject to 
taxation, and it is still a mooted question as to 
liability; but it has been virtually decided 
that non-borrowers, who invest simply as a 
money oe investment, must pay tax on 
the stock held. The borrower being subject 
to taxation on the property purchased or im- 
proved, is relieved from the burden of taxa- 


tion. 
Great is the building and loan association. 
It has proven one of the most pow 
levers in the upbuilding of this great city. 
More men of small means owe to these insti- 
tutions the fact that they have homes of their 
own than to all others put together.

THE GENTLEMEN WHO YISITED 
TALLAPOOSA. 


Other Excursions of Northern Men to Follow 
the One Just Ended-—The An- 
niston Incident. 


The members of the Tallapoosa excursion 
party passed through Atlanta yesterday. en- 
route to their homes. 

They spent several hours in Atlanta, driv- 
ing about the city and seeing the sights. 

Mr. E. P. Carpenter, who organized the New 
England excursion and conducted it through 
the south, called at THe ConstiTuTion ed- 
itorial rooms yesterday, and made a statement 
in regard to what occurred at Anniston. 

Mr. Carpenter is a resident of Tallapoosa, 
and president of the Iron Furnace company 
which began last week to make iron. Heisa 
native of Vermont who has come down to 
Georgia and thrown his whole soul into the 
development .of the state’s resources. He 
and Mr. R. L. Spencer, the business manager 
of the Tallapoosa company, with Colonel A. 
J. McBride, of this city, have spent them- 
selves and their money freely to bring men of 
means and character to Georgia, and this last 
excursion, which cost them $5,000 more than 
they received for railroad fare, is their largest 
undertaking up tothis time,and toit they 
looked for large results in advertising Talla- 
poosa and the state of Georgia in New Eng- 
land. 

Very naturally Mr. Carpenter feels very 
much chagrined by the turn that affairs took 
at Anniston. Concerning the occurrence there, 
he said: 

“T want it understood that there are no 
toughs on this excursion. They are all gentie- 
men and men of means. The statement that 
they were drinking is untrue. The way of it 
was this: 

‘‘When our train arrived at Anniston, Mon- 
day, the programme was that our train should 
be taken round the city on the belt line. 
They had not made the proper arrangements 
with the railroads, and we were delayed. Our 
engine was taken out and put in the shops and 
the track was torn up for repairs. In this way 
we were delayed two hours. 

“There was an amateur photographer on 
board and some of the party thought it would 
be a curiosity to take home some grotesque 
pictures. There were a lot of pickeninies 
about there and one of the party picked up 
two of them and had his picture taken that 
way. He isa respectable man and stands high 
in the church, and he has property—in fact 
he is a millionaire. While this was being 


done there was a real estate agent in 
the house sitting on the bed  talk- 
ing real estate. I hold that he was 


just as much into it as the other man.”’ 

It must be said that at Tallapoosa the New 
England excursionists conducted themselves 
like gentlemen, and at the banquet where 
wine and champagne were flowing as freely as 
water, there was no boisterous conduct or 
other evidence of intoxication visible. 

‘‘What are the results of the excursicn?”’ 
Mr. Carpenter was asked. 

“Well, the party has invested $50,000 in our 
railroad, the Georgia, Tennessee and Illinois. 
That puts the surveyors at work and will com- 
plete the road ten miles. We are now 
undertaking the 100 miles between 
Tallapoosa and Fort Payne, and we will get he'p 
atthe latter place, and all along the line. 
There is no doubt about our building the 
road, 

“Then the excursionists completed the stock 
subscription to the Capital bank, and made 
other investments—altogether about $150,000 
at Tallapoosa. They have passed resoluticns, 
and every man signed them, declaring that 
Tallapoosa was fully as good asit was repre- 
sented. 

‘‘This is not our last excursion by any means. 
We are going to bring one from Chicago 
and another from New England. Georgia 
is far behind the other states in this respect. 
We need to wake up. Alabama, Tennessee 
and other states have been bringing excur- 
sions, but Georgia heretofore has done little or 
nothing in that line. We feel that we are 
doing a good work not only for Tallapoosa, 
but for the entire state, and we trust the good 
people of Georgia will hold up our hands. I 
am an enthusiast in the state and for the past 
two weeks I have been working for it day and 
night.”

TRYING TO BRIBE THE JURY 
The Trial of a Murderous. Case in Barn- 


well, 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., March 26.—[Special.]— 
The fsesions court at Barnwell is now en- 
gaged in the trial of one of the most remarka- 
ble cases of lynching on record. On the 7th 
of January last, a white man named David 
Ready took from three deputy sheriffs a black 
prisoner, named William Black. The officers 
were taking the man to the county jail. Black 
was suspected of having stolen a coat from 
somebody in the neighborbood. 

Ready was drunk. Less than a week pre- 
vious eight negroes had been taken from the 
Barnwell county jail, tied to trees, and shot 
dead. Ready imitated the Barnwell lynch- 
ers. He overtook the posse of three. dep- 
uty sheriffs with the prisoner on a 
loneiy road, took the prisoner from them, tied 
him up toatree onthe roadside, shot him to 
death, and then went off. A reward of $500 
was offered for him, and he was subsequently 
arrested in Georgia. This isthe man who is 
now being tried at Barnwell couthouse. 

During the progress of the trial, it was 
proven that a friend of the prisoner had 
attempted to bribe one of the jurors. This 
stopped the trial, and the briber was today 
fined $20. The old panel was discharged and 
anew panel summoned. The trial is now in 
progress. Readyis defended by someof the 
leading attorneys in the county. The general 
impression is that he will be acquitted. 


AFTER FIVE TRIALS. 


An Old Woman Accused of Poisoning Her 
Husband, Freed. 

Kansas City, March 26.—The fifth trial of 
Mrs. Lucy Tennison, once the wealthiest 
widow of Johnson county, Kan., for the mur- 
der of her husband, ended at Olathe, Kan., 
yesterday in a verdict of acquittal, to the gen- 
eral satisfaction of the people. The trials have 
cost her her entire fortune. Mrs. Tennison, 
then 60 Ep ee of age, was charged with having 
poisoned her husband in June, 1887. After 
death the body was examined and the coroner 
found that Tennison came to his death by ar- 
senical poisoning. His wife was arrested, but 
discharged. The case was reversed in the su- 
preme court and Mrs. Tennison was rearrested, 
tried and found guilty of murder in the first 
degree. She went to the penitentiary and then 
back to the county jail. 

The case was again called last January. On 
account of a juryman taking sick about the 
middle of the trial the jury was discharged. 
At the fourth trial, a bo presided who had 
been one of Mrs. Tennison’s counsel, and after 
an effort to secure a special judge the case was 
postponed this term. Two weeks ago the trial 
began before Special Judge Hendman. The 
evidendence on the part of the state was cir- 
cumstantial. The state proved the woman’s 
desire to get her husband out of the way so that 
she could get one-half of the property at once. 
Italso proved that she boughtarsenic a few days 
before her husband’s death. For the first time 
the defendant testified in her own behalf. She 
denied everything, and also testified notwith- 
standing the facet of her husband’s professed 
Christianity many years ago he returned from 
Fort Scott with a girl thirteen years old, with 
whom his relations were improper. She testi- 
fied to his constant insincerity, and that she 
did the whole of her duty in the rearing of 
their thirteen children, ten of whom are now 
living. All were witnesses against her but 
one daughter, who lives in Southern Kansas 


and who only will now give her a home.

THE STOCK MARKET. 
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The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW VORK. March 26.-The stock market showed 
a still smaller volume of business today, but there 
was, on the whole, a much better tone to dealings 
than yesterday, and the result of the day’s opera- 
tions is to leave almost everything traded in 
Blightly bigher than lastnight. Fears of monetary 
stringency are fast disappearing, but bull leaders 
are apathetic and bears are disposed to be over- 
cautions, leaving operations from diy to day in the 
hands of professionals and room traders, who 
show very little disposition to extend their ven- 
tures beyond the day, and fluctuations are con- 
fined within the narrow limits. The near approach 
of April settlements without signs of stringency 
in the money market, tozether with a better out- 
look for better rates in’ the northwest 
make the bulls bopeful and the = assur- 
ance of easy money fer moderately long 
period all that is waited for. There seems £0 be 
little of foreign selling left,and most of the opera- 
tions between the London market and this one are 
arbitrage operations, while the completion of 
fortnightly settlements there gave a better tone 
to the market for American stocks. There was 
another rise in foreign exchange, which was due 
principally io the scarcity of commercial bills and 
had no appreciable effect upon the market. The 
expectation of a dividend upon Missouri Pacific 
made it a leader in the limited upward movement 
which obtained throughout the greater portion of 
the day, and buying for foreign account sent On- 
tario and Western to the front for the first time 
inalong while. A better outlook in the west 
helped the grangers, but only Rock Island showed 
any special strength. Sugar was the only stock 
which showed any width to its fluctuations, and 
after a drop to 63'4, against 645, last evening, it 
recovered almost all its losses. Sales of listed 
aggregated 101,000 shares, unlisted 26,000.

The market opened a shade under the 
closing prices of yesterday,was easy, though no de- 


ly and closed ',c lower than yesterday. 

Oats were moderately active and steady early, 
but closed weak and a shade lower. There was 
good buying for May by a large operator who sold 
yesterday, and selling by most of those who bought. 
There was little outside buying late in the session, 
and prices receded 4c for May. July showéd con- 
siderable strength, and the few trades made were 
at a slight premium over June. 

Mess pork— Rather an active business was trans- 
acted. Prices ruled somewhat irregular within a 
range of 5a7\%,c, and averaged higher, but outside 
figures were not supported to the close.
